Washington, April 7.—Senator De- 


pew, 
of New York, appeared today 


"before the special house committee 
investigating charges in connection 
•with, the Danish "West Indies nego- 
tiation's. 
His statement was brief. 


He expressed astonishment at hav- 
ing seen his name in the Christinas 
report. He did not 'know Christmas 
and had never seen 'him as far as he 
was aware, although he met thous- 
ands of people and could not say just 
who he had seen. But as to this 
Danish island question, he had never 
had a discussion with anyone on the 
subject. 


C. W. Kn'ox, of 
Glenelge, 
Md., 


whose name was mentioned in the 
Christmas report, told of meeting 
Christmas, whom he considered a 
cultivated man who had1 become en- 
tangled with sharpers. The witness 
said lie consented to help Christmas 
arid a contract was submitted to the 
committee, by the term's of which 
Knox was to assist in any proper 
manner in bringing about the trans- 
fer, Knox to receive $15,000 in case 
of 'a ^ale arid $350 per month. As to 
a $5 -transaction, which had been re- 
ferred to, Knox said he gave Christ- 
mas Sirs check lor $5, whioli was in- 
d<orsed by Hansen, and 'he produced 
the check. This was the only fin- 
ancial fact in the entire affair. The 
witness said he never 'bribed anyone 
and nothing- -of the kind was ever 
contemplated. 
He never received 


any money from Christmas. 


In response 
to questions 
from 


members of the committee, Mr. Knox 
specifically denied that he had intro- 
duced Christmas to W. J. Bryan or 
that ihe had claimed to Christmas 
that he was an intimate friend of 
Senator Hanna. 


Senator Bacon, of Georgia, told of 


two casual conversations-with. Christ- 
mias. As to the latter's statement 
that Mi1. Bacon took great interest 
in the purchase of the Danish islands, 
the senator declared it was absolutely 
untrue, as he did not believe in the 
acquisition of the isflands and con- 
sidered it 
unfortunate that the 


United 
States was in a position 


where it seemed necessary to take 
them. 


A LETTER TROM HAY. 


Chairman Dalzell presented! the fol- 


lowing- letter from Secretary Hay on 
the subject: 


"To Hon. John Dalzell, Chairman 


iSeleet Committee, etc.: I have re- 
ceived your letter 
of the 31st of 


March and in reply beg leave to say: 


"In the early part of December; 


1890, •Captain Christmas called upon 
me at this department and informel 
me that, 'through, private and per- 
sonal sources in Copenhagen, he had 
become aware' tlint there was a dis- 
position- athcjig some of the leading1 


member? of the Danish government 
to regard favorably an overture from 
the government of the United States 
looking- to the acquisition of the Dan- 
ish, islands. He said that he had 
been a naval officer 
and spoke at 


some length in regard to the desira- 
bility of the island of St. John as a 
naval station for the United States. 
At my suggestion he conveyed what 
further technical information he 'had 
on this subject to Admiral Bradford, 
of the navy department. Although, 
he presented no credentials whatever 
and expressly declared he had no 
official character, I thought his story 
•was of sufficient interest to be worth 
investigation. 
I told him -I would 


send a confidential and trusted agent 
of this government to Copenhagen to 
ascertain unofficially the true state 
of affairs and mentioned to him the 
name^pf Henry White, first secretary 
of 
embassy 
at London. 
Captain 


Christmas said he would like to be in 
Copenhagen when. Mr. White arrive* 
and bring him into communication 
with the members of the governmen 
whom, he had mentioned. I gave him 
a nota of introduction to Mr. White 
and they met in Copenhagen, whe: 
Captain Christmas had arranged fo 
an interview between Mr. White 
a member of the Danish government 
Mr. Christmas was not present 
this- interview 
and his connects 


with the matter ceased entirely a 
that time. He afterward returned t 
Washington and I saw 'him once o 
twice, but I told him that thei'e wa 
no need of the services of any privat 
person 
in any negotiation whic

Lieu- 
enant Leonard is lookin'g-- extremely

Lieutenant Leonard talks most sn-

RAIKROADS IN FBANCE. 


Engineer George Erwin, of 
the 


Pittsburg road, is in receipt of an in- 
teresting letter from his tcousin, J. 
M. Erwin, who is now in France in 
the interest of a publishing house, 
lie being -a journalist of considerable 
note. The writer of the letter is a 
native of 'Bourbon and a few years 
ag-o was quite well known to the 
Pittsburg railway men. Of the rail- 
ways-of Europe, Mr. Erwin says: 


The beds and tracks are well laid— 


even better than the 
unimportant 


lines in the United States. . N o bet- 
ter, of course, than such 'lines as the 
Pennsylvania 
company, New York 


Central, etc. There are hut few 
jrade crossings, and In those cases 
Lhere is always a guardian who lives 
in a little cottage, and who is always 
there to open the -gate for people who 
want to pass. In fact, the gates arc 
open and remain open until just be- 
fore the arrival of a train, when -a 
bell rings and the man shuts the 
gates. 
The gates are of iron and 


push hack 'and forth on wheels. 


The cars are short things, like 


American box oars, and they rattle 
and bob about until you think they 
are going to jump the track at any 
minute. 


There are 'three (compartments in 


each car, with doors on the sides, and 
each compartment, 
if 
first 
class, 


seats eight persons, and, if second 
class, toil persons. It is against the 
lraw for any one to remain standing1 


in. the compartment, although, ttnce 
in a while this is done. The seats 
are placed so that the passengers 
face 'one an-other. They are we?! up- 
holstered and are usually very com- 
fortable, but the car being such a 
little bunty affair, one is knocked 
about a great deal. The engines 
have a primitive look- They, resem- 
ble the pictures we have seen of the 
early railway locomotives. 
In one 


striking 
respect they 
differ from 


American locomotives, and 'that is in 
the fact that. they have no cow- 
catchers. Many 'of the locomotives 
on short aims have practically 
n<y 


cabs—just a little canopy on top,, so 
that the engineer land fireman (called 
the "mechanicien" ttnd "cliauffeur") 
are about the same as out doors. 


These features 'that I have given 


you apply to the generality, of .the 
equipment. 
Many 
improvements 


have beeu made in the last few years, 
and now oil the through trains there 
are corridor cars, a few coaches built 
on the American plan, -but shorter, 
and some of the locomotives .are up 
to date and can jerk a, light train 
along at 60 to 70 miles and hour. 
Quite a good many American locomo- 
tives have been sent in -here, too. 


On the train there is no such an 


official 
as the "conductor." 
The 


guards on the station platforms at- 
tend to shutting the car doors just 
before the train, leaves. There is a 
kind of.-baggage master, however, 
who always rides'in a little dinky 
car at the tail end. The absence of 
•anything like a conductor, and the 
fact that the- passengers are shut in 
little compartments—sometimes only 
two in a compartment—makes it pas- 
sible for robberies and murders to be 
committed, and for the culprit to es- 
cape, without any of -the officials or 
other passengers knowing •anything 
about it until the train arrives at the 
next station. And these depreda- 
tions occur, too, with painful fre- 
quency. In another liundred years. 
I think, France will be up to date 
with- her railways. In Germany ithe 
system is worse than in France, in 
Italy it is still worse, and in Spain, 
Austria and other eastern countries 
it is '-'rotten."

of heavenly life is presented in this 
discourse by 
Dr. Talmagc on the 


text, 
'Rev. 
viii., 1: 
"There was 


silence in heaven ;vbout the space 01 
lialf an hcur." 


Ths busiest place in the universe 


is "heaven. 
It is th& 
centc • I'rom 


which ;>11 good influences st^rii it is 
the goal at which, all good results a: 
Tivc. The Bible represents ii. as ac- 
tive with -wheels, and wings, and 
orchestras, and processions, mounted 
•or charioted. But my text de&oribes 
a space when the wheels cease.1, to 
roll and the trumpets to s-'oun'd and 
the voices to chant. The riders 
the white -horses reined 
in 
then 


dhargers. 
T,he doxologies 
were 


•hushed aird •processions halted. The 
hand 'of arrest was upon all the 
splendors. "Stop, (heaven!" cried an 
omnipotent voice, and it stopped. For 
thirty minutes everything celestial 
stood still. 
"There was silence in 


(heaven About the space of (half an 
hour." 


Prom all we 'can learn it is the only 


time heaven ever stopped. 
It does 


not stop as oilier cities for the night, 
for tliere is no nig&t there. It does 
not stop for a. ipla'giie; for the inShab- 
itant never Says, ,"1. am sick." It 
does not stop for ./bankruptcies, for 
its inhabitants never fail. It does 
n'ot stop for impassable streets, for 
there are no fallen Snows nor sweep- 
ing- freshets. 
What, then, stopped 


it for thirty minutes? 
Grotius and 


Pr&f. Stuart think it was at the time 
<»f the desruction of Jerusalem. Mr. 
Lord tfliin'ks it WAS in Hhe year 311, 
'between tthe 'close of the Diocletian 
"persecution an'cl the (beginning 'of the 
ware (by mthidh Constantine gained 
llie tihrcne. 'But 
that was all a 


g'uegg, .Ito-pugd a learned and '-brilliant 
guess. I 'do not knew rv/hen it was, 
«nd I do not care when it was, but

And, first of all, we may learn that

silence. The longest and widest do- 
minion tlhut ever existed is that over 
rvihic'h stillness iwas queen. 
For an 


eternity there ha'd not ibeen •& sound. 
Woi'ldimaking was a later day occu- 
pation. 
Por unim'ffginntble ages it 


.was a mute universe. 
God'was the 


only being, -and as there was no one 
to apeak to tliere was n'o utterance. 
But that silence lias all T>een broken 
up into worlds 'and it lias become 
a noisy universe. Worlds in up- 
lieaval. wcri'ds in congelation, worlds 
in 'conflagration, worlds in revolu- 
tion. 


I'f geologists 'are right (and I bo- 


lieve they are), tihere lias not been a 
moment of silence since Ifliis world 
began its travels, 'and the erais'hing 
and Hie splitting and tHie uproar and 
the Qru'bbu'b 
are ever in. progress. 


•But wlhen, among the supernals, a 
voice cried, "Hush!" an'd "for half an 
hour heaven Ttfas still, silence was 
honored. The full ipower of silence 
many 'of us fli'ave yet to learn. We 
are told that when Christ was ar- 
raigned, "He -answered not a word,'' 


That silence was louder than any 


thunder that every ifliook the world. 


• Oftentimes, wlhen -we are 
assailed 


mid, misrepresented; the 
mightiest 


thing to say is nothing, and the 
mig'htiest thing to 'do is to 'do noth- 
ing. 
Those people who are always 


rushing into print to get themselves 
set rig'ht accomplish, 
nothing but 


their own 'Chagrin. 'Silence! Do 
right and leave the results to God, 
Among the grandest lessons the 
•world lias ever learned -are the les- 
sons of patience taugfht .by tihose -wn'o 
endured uncomplainingly (personal or 
domestic 
or 
.political! 
injustice, 


stronlger than any bitter or sarcastic 
or revengeful answer was the patient 
silence. 


The famous 'Dr. Morrison, of 'Chel- 


sea, a'dhieved ras much 'by his silent 
-patience as -by his pen and tongue. 
He ha'cl 'Asthma that for twenty-five 
years 'brought him out of his couch 
'at 2 o'clock eatih morning. His four 
sons an'd d&uglhters 'dead. 
-The re- 


maining dhild, 'by sunstroke, made 
insane. The afflicted man onte said: 
"At this moment there is not an inch 
of my body that is not filled with 
agony." Yet :hc was cheerful, tri- 
umphant, silent. Those who were in 
qiis -presence said they felt as though 


fthey were in the gates of heaven. 
Qh, the power of patient silence 
'Aeschylus, tflie immortal poet, was 
condemned to 'death 
for 
writing 


something that offended the people 
All the pleas in his "behalf were or 
110 avail until his 'brother 
un- 


covered 
the 
ami 
of 
the pris 


' oner 
and 
dhowed 
that 
his 


hand ha'd been shot off at Salamis 
That silent plea liberated him. Tin 
loudest thing on earth is silence i 
it be of the right kind 'and at tin 
rigftit time. There was a quaint olt 
'hymn spelled in. the old style, and 
once sung in the churches: 


The race is not forever got 


•By him who fastest runs, 


Nor the Bnttel ;by those peopell 


That shoot with the longest guns. 


My friends, the tossing; sen of Gali- 


lee seemed most to offend Christ by 
the amount of noise it made, for He 
said to it, "Be still!" Heaven has 
'been crowning' kings 
and 
queerts 


unto Gixl for many 
centuries, yet 


heaven never stepped »a moment foi 
any such cscurreuce, but it stopped 
thirty minutes for -tflie coronation of 
silence. 
"There 
Ava-s 
silence 
in 


heaven'about the space of half an 
hour/' 


Learn also from my text that heav- 


en must be an eventful and active 
place, from the fact .that it could af- 
ford only thirty minutes of recess. 
There have been events on earth and 
in heaven that seemed to 'demand a 
whole day or whole week or whole 
year for celestial consideration. If 
3rotius was right and ithis silence 
occurred at the time of the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem, that scene was so 
awful and so prolonged that the in- 
habitants of heaven could not have 
done justice to it in many weeks. 
After fearful besiegemeut of the -two 
fortresses 
of Jerusalem—Antonia 


and Hippicus—had been going on for 


long 
while, a Roman 
soldier 


mounted on the shoulders of another 
soldier hurled into the window of the 
temple a firebrand, 'and the temple 
was all aflame, and after 
covering 


many sacrifices to the holiness of 
G-od, the building itself became a 
sacrifice to the rage of man. 
The 


Lunger 'of the 
people in -that city 


during the besiegement was £3 great 
•hat as some outlaws were passing 
i. doorway and inhaled the odors of 


, they 
burst 
open 
the door, 


lireatening the mother of the house- 
hold with death unless 
she gave 


hem some food, and she took them 
aside 'and showed them that it was 
,er own child she was ccoking for 
lie ghastly repast. 
Six hundred 


priests were 
destroyed 
oil Mount 


Zion because the temple being gone, 
here was nothing for them to do. 
Six thousand people in one cloister 
were consumed. There were one mil- 
ion one hundred thousand dead, ac- 
:oijding to Jcsephus. Grotius thinks 
hat this was the cause of silence in 
Leaven for half 'an hour. 
If Mr. 


jord was right, and this silence was 
,urlng the Diocletian persecutions, 
ay which eight .hundred and forty- 
QUT thousand 
Christians 
suffered 


death from, sword and fire, and ban- 
sliment and exposure, why did not 
heaven listen throughout at least one 


those awful 'years? No! Thirty 


minutes! The fact is that the celes- 


al program is so crowded with 


•spectacle that it can afford only one 


ecess in all eternity, and that is for 
i short space. While there are great 
lionises in 
which 'all heaven can 


oin, each soul there has >a story of 
ivine mercy peculiar to itself, and 
t must be a solo. How can heaven 
get through, with all its recitatives, 
vltli all its cantatas, with all 
its 


grand marches, with all its victories? 
D'teruity is too short to utter all the 
iraisc. 


In my text heaven spared thirty 


minutes, 
but it will never again 


.pare one minute. 
In worship in 


earthly churches 
where there are 


many to take part, we have to coun- 
sel brevity, but how will heaven get 
in rapidly enough to let one hundred 
and forty-four'thousand get through 
each with his own story, and then 
one hundred 'and forty-four million 
and then one hundred and forty-four 
billion and then one hundred 
and 


forty-four trillion. Not only are all 
the triumphs-of the past to be com- 
memorated, but all the triumphs to 
come. Not only what we now know 
of God, but what we will know of 
Him after everlasting study of the 
deific. If my text had said there was 
silence in heaven for thirty days, I 
would not have been startled at the 
announcement, but it indicates thir- 
ty minutes. Why, there will be so 
many friends to hunt up;-so many of 
the greatly good and useful that we 
will want to see; so m-any of the in- 
scrutable things of earth we will 
need explained; so many exciting 
earthly experiences we will want to 
talk over, and all the other spirits 
and all the ages will want the same, 
that there will be no more opportu- 
nity for cessation. How busy we will 
be kept in having pointed out to us 
the heroes antf heroines that the 
world never 
fully appreciated—the 


yellow fever and cholera doctors who 
died, not flying from their posts; the 
female nurses who faced pestilence 
in the lazarettos; the railroad engi- 
neers who stayed at their places in 
order to save the train, though they 
'themselves perished. Hubert Goffin 
the master miner, who, lauding from 
the bucket at the bottom of the mine 
just as he heard the waters rush in 
and when one jerk of the rope woulc 
have lifted him into safety, put in 
the bucket a blind miner who wan tec 
to go to his sick child and jerked the 
rope for him to be pulled up, crying 
"Toll them the water has burst ii 


and we are probably losij but we wil 
S3ek rsfuge at the other end of the 
right gallery;" then giving the com- 
mand to the other miners till they 
digged themselves so near out that 
the people from 
the outside could 


come to their rescue. The multitudes 
of men and women who got no crown 
on earth, we will want to see when 
they get their crown in heaven. 
I 


tell you heaven will liave no more 
half hours to spare. 


Besides .that, heaven 
is full 
of 


children. They -are in the vast ma- 
jority. 
No child 
on 
earth 
who 


amounts to anything can be kept 
quiet half an hour, and how are you 
going to keep five hundred million of 
them quiet half an hour. You know 
heaven is much more of a place than 
it was when that 
recess- of thirty 


minutes occurred. Its 
population 


has 
quadrupled, 
ssxtupled, cen- 


tupled. Heaven has more on hand, 
more of rapture, more of knowledge, 
more of inter-communication, more 
of worship. The most thrilling place 
we have ever been in is stupid com- 
pared with that, and, if we now have 
no time to spare, -we will then have 
no eternity to spare. Silence in 
leaven only half an hour! 


My subject also impresses one with 


the immortality of a half hour. That 
ialf hour mentioned in my text is 
more widely known than any oth2r 
neriod in the calendar of heaven. 
None of the whole hours of heaven 
are measured off, none of the years, 
none of the centuries. 
Of the mil- 


ions of ages past, and the millions of 
ages to come, not one is. especially 
measured .off in the Bible. But the 
tali! hour of my text is made im- 
mortal. The only part of e'ternity 
-hat was ever measured by earthly 
imepiece was measured by the min- 
ute hand of my text. Oh, the half 
hours! They decide every tiling. 
I 


am not asking what you will do with 
lie years or months or days of your 
ife, but what of tihe half hours. Tell 
me the history of your half hours, 
md I will tell you the story of yout 
whole Hie on earth and the story of 
your whole life in eternity. 
The 


ight or wrong things you can think 
n thirty minutes, the right or wrong- 
hings you can .say in thirty min- 
utes, the right or wrong things you 
an do in thirty .minutes are glori- 
ms or baleful, inspiring or desperate. 
Look out for the fragments 
of, 


inie. 
They 'are pieces of eternity, 


t was the half hours 'between shoc- 
ng horses that made Elihu Burritt 
he learned blacksmith, the 
half 


hours between professional calls as a 
ihysician that made Abercrombie itlie 
Christian philosopher, the Iralf hcurs 
Between his duties as schoolmaster 
hat made Salmon P. Chase chief jus- 
ice, the half hours between shoe lasts 
hat made Henry Wilson vice presi- 
ent of the United States, the half 
lours between canal boats that made 
"ames A. Garfielcl president 
The 


talf hour -a day for good 'books or 
tad books; bhe half hour a day for 
irayer or indolence; the half hour a 
lay for helping others or blasting 
ithers; the halif hour before you go 
o business, and the half hour 'after 


return 
from 
business; that 


nakes the difference 'between the 
cholar and tihe ignoramus, between 
lie Christian and the infidel, between 
he saint and the demon, between 
riumph and caitastrophe, -between 
leaven and hell. 
The most tre- 


mendous things of your life and 
mine were certain half hours. 
The 


alf hour, when in the [parsonage of 


a country minister, I resolved to be- 
ome a Christian then and there; the 
ialf hour when I decided to become a 
ireacher of the gospel; the half hour 
when I first realized that my son 
?as dead; the half hour when I stood 
m the top of my house in Oxford 
street and saw our church burn; the 
;alf hour in which I entered Jenisa- 
em; the half hour in which I stopped 
in Mount Calvary; the lialf hour in 
which I stood oil Mars' hill; and 
ibout ten or fifteen other half hours 
are the chief times of my life. 
You 


may forget the name of the exact 
•ears of most of the important events 
of your existence, but those half 
lours, like the 'half hour of my text, 
will be immortal. I do not query 
what you will do with the twentieth 
century. I do not query what you 
will do with this year; but what will 
you do with the next half hour? 
Upon that hinges your destiny. And 
during that some of yoii will receive 
the gospel and make complete sui 
render, and during that others of you 
will make final and fatal rejection of 
the full and free and urgent and inv 
passioned offer of life eternal. 
Oh, 


that the next half hour mig'^ih be-the 
most glorious thirty minutes oC yo.ni 


Tthly existence! 
Far back in history a great ge- 


ographer stood with a sailor, looking- 
at a glebe that 
represented om 


planet, and he pointed to a place on 
the globe where he thought there was 
nn undiscovered continent. The un- 
discovered continent w-as America, 
The geographer who pointed wher* 
he thought there was a new worlr 
war Martin Btthaim. and the sailoi 
to whom he showed it was Columb1 


This last was not satisfied till he had 
picked that gem.out of the sea au> 
set it in the crown of the world's ge 
ogra.phy. 0, ye who have teen sail 
,ing up and down the rough seas o 
sorrow and sin. let me point out t" 
you another continent, yea, anothe 
world, that you may yourself fiml- 
a rapturous world—and that is th 


world a half hour oi wbiuh we no 
study. Oh, set sail for it! Here is 
the ship and here are the compassc 
In other words, make this half iuu; 
the grandest half hour of your lit 
and become n Christian. 
Pray for a 


regenerated spirit. 
Louis 
XIV. 


while walking in the garden at Ver- 
sailles, met Mansard, the great archi- 
tect, and the architect took off his hat 
before the king. "Put on your hat,' 
said the king, "for the evening is 
damp and cold." And Mansard, the 
architect, the rest of the evening kept 
on his hat. The dukes and mar- 
quises, standing with bare heads be- 
fore the king, expressed their sur- 
prise at Mansard, but the king sa:i 
"I cnn make a duke or a marquis, but 
only God can make a Mansard.' 
And I say to you, my hearers, only 
God by his convicting and convevtin 
grace can make a Christian, but He 
is ready this very half hour to ac- 
complish it. 


Again, my text suggests a way of 


studying li-aaven so that we can bet 
ter understand it. 
The word "eter 


nity," that we handle so much, is an 
immeasurable world. Knowing that 
we could not understand that word, 
the Bible uses it only once. We aay, 
'Forever and ever." But how long 
s "Forever and ever?" I am glad 
tti'At my text puts under our eye 
heaven for thirty minutes. As, when 
you see a great picture, you put a 
sheet of paper into a scroll and look 
through it, or join your forefinger to 
your thumb and look through the 
circle between, and the picture be- 
comes more intense, sO this master- 
piece of heaven by St. John is more 
mpressive when we take only thirty 
minutes of it at a time. 
Now, we 


i!ave something that we can come 
nearer to grasping, and it is a quiet 
leaven. 
When we discourse about 


he multitudes of heaven, it must be 
almost a nervous shock to those who 
have all their lives been crowded by 
many people and who want -a quiet 
heavsn. 
For the 
last 
(thirty-five 


years I have been much of the time 
n crowds and under public scrutiny, 
ind amid excitements, and I have 
ometimes thought for a few weeks 
ift2r I reach heaven I would like to 
go down in some quiet part of the 
ealm, with a few friends, and for a 
ittle while try comparative solitude. 
Then, there are those whose hearing 
s so delicate that they get no satis- 
action when you describe the crash 
f the eternal orchestra, and they feel 
ike saying1, as a good , woman in 
_[uds<on, N. Y.,.said, after hearing 
me speak of the mighty chorus 
of 


icaven:

Yes, this,half hour of 
my text is a still experience. "Thwe

'your mortal state you cannot euciure 
the pomp and splendor and resonance 
when this half hour of silence is 
end:d. The day will come "when you 
cnn see heaven in full blast, but not 
now. I am only showing you heaven 
at the dullest half hour of all

eternities. Coiue on! There is some- 
thing in the 
celestial 
appearance 


which makes me think that the hah 
hour of silence will soon be over 
Yonder are the white horses being 
hitched to chariots, and yonder are 
seraphs fingering- harps as if about 
to strike them into symphony, and 
yonder are conquerors taking down 
from the blue halls of heaven the 
trumpets of victory. Remember, we 
are mortal yet and cannot endure the 
full roll of heavenly harmonies, and 
cannot endure even the silent heaven 
for more than half an hour. Hark!

AYS THE ISLANDS MUST BS 


PERMANENTLY HFJ^D. 


GENERAL GROWS ELOQUENT 


DATIVES SHOULD SHARE IN THE 


GOVERNMENT. 


Washington, 
April 
8.—General 


Mac-Arthur today continued -his tes- 
nnony concerning1 conditions in the 
'hihppine archipelago before the 
enate committee on the Philippines. 
His discussion at the beginning of 
the session was devoted to a review 
f the conditions which led up to the 
ireseiit state of mind of the Philip- 
pine people. He said that long be- 
ore the advent of the Americans the 
germ? of democracy had been planted 
and- that these had originated in the 
igita'cions in Spain of a century ago, 
which -iad been reflected in the Span- 
sh colonies. 
He a.po described the conditions in 


he archipelago at the .time -of the 
American occupation, saying that at 
that time the Filipinos were in a 
vindictive and resentful mood toward 
Spain, with a general yearning' for 
ihei-ty. Taking .these psychological 
conditions into account and also giv- 
:ig- due heed to the character of the 


people, he had felt when he assumed 
command of the islands that there 


•as to be found the most fertile soil 


for the planting of the best type of 
•epublican institutions. 
Continuing, 
General Mac-Arthur 


jrew eloquent in describing the mis- 
sion of the Americans. Our presence 
.n the islands, he said, was 'to his 
mind a process of spontaneous evo- 
ution and added that he believed the 
permanent occupation was a neces- 
sary consequence, the logical se- 
quence of our national prosperity, 
and he added that to doub-t this is to 
d'oubt the wisdom of our institu- 
tions. We should, he went on, re- 
gard ourselves as a people, as the 
custodians of an imperishable idea 
held in trust for mankind, and we 
would proclaim this message *to the 
world. 


He also expressed the opinion that 


the Filipinos could be rapidly or- 
ganized into political bodies and said 
that they were eager to secure edu- 
cational facilities. He said that 'be- 
cause of his opinion that the Phil- 
ippines 
-afforded splendid opportu- 


nities for the dissemination of Amer- 
ican ideas he had decided when he 
assumed command at Manila to con- 
duct -military 
operations with _ a 


drastic hand, while he at the same 
time tried to give them the most en- 
lightened -civil g-overiimcnt wherever 
opportunity offered. 


Seplying to questions by Senator 


Carmack, lie said that the Filipinos 
like our American ideas of personal 
liberty as embodied in -our institu- 
tions. "This," he said, "realizes an 
ideal of their own." 


'Then they have an ideal?" inter- 


jected Senator Carmack. The reply 
was: '-'They have—most decidedly." 


"You do not then regard them as 


;a miserable, corrupt, cruel and de- 
graded race?' " 
' "By no means. Such a view is to 
my mind a mistaken, view." 


Senator Carmack also asked the ex- 


ploitation of the material resources 
of the island and General MaicAr- 
thur replied that one of the great ap- 
prehensions "of the people was that 
they might be deprived of these re- 
sources and thus relega'ted to a posi- 
tion of social inferiority in. the is- 
lands. On this point, he said, they 
were very sensitive. 
They did not 


he said, care so much for their treat- 
ment outside the islands, but were 
veiy particular on the point of so- 
cial equality when iu their own 
country. In reply to a question from 
Senator Culbertson, General MacAr- 
thur declined to institute a compari- 
son between the Filipino and the 
American negro. "The Filipinos are 
pretty good people," he said, "but I 
have never had occasion -to compare 
them with other people and I don't 
want to attempt such a comparison 
which might be uujust to 'both." 


"Do you think," Senator Carmack 


asked, "that the Filipinos ought to 
have a voice in -their governmental 
affairs, where they have to do with 
franchises and concessions?" 


"That question is somewhat hypo- 


thetical," 
replied General 
MacAr- 


thur. "We are approximating that 
condition now. 
I would, however, 


like to see the Filipinos pretty well 
represented in their central govern- 
ment, and I should like to see the 
question of franchises, 
except for 


railroads, held in abeyance until the 
evolution proceeds further."

About a week ago someone slit the

The girl's 
ster claims that she received two

the cookies is being analyzed 
and 


what course will be pursued will de 
pend upon the result of .the examina 


received by the girl were of a threat 
ening nature and were signed "Three 
Friends."

For half a century Leopold Falk

"The will of Cecil Rhodes is in 


every respect '-worthy of its author. 
With the exception of some family 
estates in this country, the whole 'of 
w.hich are left to his own relatives, 
Mr. Rhodes has dedicated his wealth 
in diamond and gold mines to public 
uses. Its disposition is dicated 'by 
what was ever the dominating prin- 
ciple of his life. 


"What renders this will of excep- 


tional interest to Americans is the 
fact that it reveals for -the first 
time, under his hand and seal, that 
he was no mere British imperialist, 
hut that he was essentially a citizen 
of the United States, of the Eng-lish- 
speaking world. In other words, his 
will proves how accurately I inter- 
preted his sentiments when I de- 
clared, on the strength of many iu- 
timato and confidential 
conversa- 


tions, that he recognized as his com- 
mon fatherland the great Euglish- 
speaking community, which includes 
both the "United States and the Brit- 
ish empire within its ample fron- 
tiers." 


"Mr. Rhodes' first will was made in 


September, 1877, when he was a 
young man of 24. At that time he 
was only beginning to amass the 
wealth which, before he died, had 
made him a multi-millionaire, not in 
dollars, but in pounds sterling. 
His 


last will was dated January 1, 1899. 
But the two documents are essential- 
ly alike in sentiment. TUiey both em- 
body, in express terms, what was 
ever the master thought of this mas- 
ter mind, the necessity for promot- 
ing the reunion of the 
English- 


speaking race. 


"Mr. Rhodes' will appoints a well 


known group of seven of his friend:* 
as general executors of his estate. 
This group is further charged to 
undertake the duty of acting as trus- 
tees for the educational endowment 
fund, which will provoke the liveliest 
discussion and excite the keenest in- 
terest throughout both the United 
States and the British empire, for 
both communities share in the bene- 
fit of Mr. Rhodes' bequest.

Rhodes was a graduate of Oxford and 
a student at Oriel college, to which, 
by the way, he has left a special be- 
quest of $500,000.

bureau. A desire for a change in the 
office of 'commissioner 
of pensions 


has been steadily growing for ttwo 
years past, until now it is almost 
universal among- the veterans. Con- 
servative Grand Army. men. believe, 
and with good cause, that great in- 
justice has been, done too many de- 
serving find -worthy claimants. All 
_the.veteran soldiers of the Union de- 
sire, is. that .the laws he justly and 
fairly administered, 'and that all who 
are entitled to.receive .their, "benefits 
3hall enjoy them without diminution 
or. -unreasonable 
delays, -and that 


every .unworthy iclaim shall be .re- 
jected 'and every fraudulent pension- 
er stricken from the rolls. The at- 
mosphere of the pension bureau has 
been such «s to create sui- impression 
that a great many frauds are at- 
tempted (by the old soldiers, ibut it is 
worthy of note that, according to :the 
last report of the commissioner, 'there 
"were, out of 159 persons convicted- of 
frauds against the (bureau last year, 
but ten soldiers of tlie civil war, of 
whom two were deserters. • Many 
convictions were for offenses against 
the old1 soldiers, and not -for them.

London, April 5.—The war in South 


Africa, politics and every topic usual- 
ly of interest were forgotten today in 
the absorbing: discussion of Cecil 
Rhodes' will. Regarding; that extra- 
ordinary document, tlie Associated 
Press lias ascertained some new facts. 
The total of Mr. Rhodes' fortune is 
likely to be £5,000,000, or slightly 
under tliat amount 
The executors 


are Lord Roseberry, Earl Grey, Lord 
Milner, Alfred Beit, Dr. Jameson, L. 
L. Micell and B. A. Hawksley, to 
whom lie bequeathed the residue of 
his estate. They will divide about 
£1,000,000 or £1,500,000 nmon£ 
them. According to tlie terms of -this 
legacy, the amount is to be divided 
during their lifetime, but as each 
legatee dies liis share goes to a com- 
mon fund, until tlie surviving legatee 
becomes its sole 'owner. Hence, one 
of the executors, 'the majority cf 
•whom 
are 
already 
enormously 


•wealthy, -will one day inherit what 
•will then. Shave probably accumulated 
into nearly £2,000,000. The execu- 
tors, the Associated 
Press learns, 


have unusually full powers, and can 
construe and add to the will as seems 
fit. Hence, the omission of British 
Columbia, Nova Scotia and other 
Canadian provinces from the list of 
scholarships is quite likely to be cor- 
rected, and each province of Canada 
may be put. on the same footing as 
the American states. 


"WHAT A FBLEND SAYS. 


One of Mr. Rhodes' most intimate 


associates said to a representative of 
the Associated Press: 


"He drew up his will in the same 


spirit in -which he approached all 
great undertakings. In his -most im 
portent tasks he merely sketched, the 
outlines and left us to fill in the de- 
tails. His trustees are given plenary 
power. In the mutter of the scholar- 
ships, Mr. Rhodes saw 'the scheme 
was so vast that any attempt to too 
ligidly lay down the lines mig'ht re- 
sult in -harm, so, beyond endeavoring 
to meet the legal requirements, he 
tried to leave the fulfillment of his 
plans to those with whom, during his 
life, he had frequently 
discussed 


them." 


Regarding the American bequests, 


the same authority said: 


"In offering Americans and Ger- 


mans inducements to go to Oxford, 
Mr. Hhodes had a dual aim. First, 
putting the youth 
of England in 


intimate touch with what he termed 
the two most progressive nations oi 
the world, so that they might be 
broadened 
and spurred to more 


strenuous efforts; secondly, bringing 
the best specimens of Americans and 
Germans on such terms with the Eng- 
lish people and customs that they 
might become missionaries of a. bet- 
ter international understanding." 


When the trustees can meet and all 


the preliminary details are settled. 
a request will be made to several 
leading Americans to form a commit- 
tee in the United States to act in can- 
junction with the English toedy and 
assume certain responsibilities, for 
which the executors or- palpably un- 
fitted, both by absence from 
the 


United States and ignorance of its 
customs.

The afternoon papers 
all devote 


lengthy editorials 
to the 
"Caesar 


will," as it is termed. The Globe. 
referring to Mr. Rhodes' hope 
of 


friendship 
between Great Britain, 


the United 
States and 
Germany, 


says: 


"We only hope that these noble as- 


pirations may be realized in their 
entirety. England has done her part 
and there only remains the hope that 
future German editors may be among 
Mr. Rhodes' Oxford students, and so 
gain a knowledge of England, now 
so lacking." 


The St. James Gazette, referring to 


the intimations that the best young 
Americans will be drawn to Oxford, 
says: 


''We heartily hope so, and, from no 


rther desire than that Oxford should 
equip them to be profitable servants 
of their motherland. 
We welcome 


them." 


The Westminster Gazette says it 


believes the incursion of Americans, 
Germans and 
colonials ought to 


bring new life and new ideas to Ox- 
ford, adding:

ury, but into the itching palms of 
the public pilferers. 


"The persons against whom indict- 


ments for bribe-giving and bribe-

B. S. HORNE. 


Prison Physician Says Deputy War- 


den Barnard Treats Prisoners 


With Brutality. 


Michigan City, April 2.—At tie 


meeting of the board of prison di- 
rectors at the Michigan City peni- 
tentiary yesterday 
Dr. 
Brose S. 


Home, physician at the prison, ten- 
dered his 
resignation 
and filed 


charges of cruelty to convicts against 
Deputy Warden H. H. Barnard. The 
list filed by Dr. Home contains fif- 
teen separate charges of brutality, 
conspiracy and maliciousness, and 
particular instances of cruelty are 
mentioned. 
Only two 
members of 


the board, E. H. Nebeker and D. A. 
Coulter, were present, C. H. Bundy, 
of Marion, being absent. 


•Pour weeks ago Dr. Home was 


locked out of the prison by Warden 
Beid, -who requested the physician to 
resign. Dr. Home refused to tender 
Ills resignation. The -warden failed 
tc- file any charges against the doctor 
and he was reinstated. At the time 
Dr. Home was asked to resign it is 
said he had called the warden's at- 
tention to alleged false entries in the 
prison record mad* by Deputy War- 
den Barnard. The next day Dr. 
Home found the prison doors locked 
against -him. 


CONVICT WORKED TO DEATH. 
After his reinstatement Dr. Home 


filed charges against the prison man- 
agement with Governor Durbin. He 
was told to tiring the matter to the 
attention of the prison board of con- 
trol, which he did yesterday after 
tendering Ms resignation. It is said 
the charges of brutality mentioned 
In the list filed by Dr. Home covet- 
only a part of the alleged acts of 
cruelty .practiced dnside the prison 
-walls. Specific charges of brutality 
are mentioned in the case o£ a dying 
convict, who was kept at work on a 
contract after he was ordered to the 
hospital by the physician. He was 
literally worked to death, it is 
charged. Numerous cases of petty 
maliciousness are cited, and accord- 
ing to the charges, convicts were fre- 
quently punished by being seized by 
the ears and having- their 
heads 


. jammed against the 
walls. Other 


alleged acts of brutality were wit- 
nessed in the hospital. 


Dr. Home in his charges also gives 


some of the inside 
-history in the 


Keith and Rinkard hangings, alleg- 
ing that Keith strangled to death; 
that he hung at the end of the rope 
struggling and kicking for ftve min- 
utes, and that it was forty-five min- 
utes before the body was cut down. 
He characterizes loth, hangings as 
having been bungling and avers that 
in the case of {Rinkard the black cap 
was forgotten, and the old man stood 
on the scaffold for five minutes with 
nothing over his eyes, begging for 
Ms:llfe. 


STATEMENT OF DR. HOKNE

lie said: "I do not consider it pru- 
dent to make public a statement con- 
cerning the charges I have filed with 
the board of prison control at this 
time.
